Poverty was his brother, necessity hia 
master. Ife had more brains than books; 
more courage than palltenessa; more strength 
thao polish. ile had no veneration for old 
mistakes, no admiration for ancient Heg 
Ile loved the truth for truth's sske and for 
man's sake. Hu saw oppression on every 
hand, injustice everywhere, hypocrisy at 
the altar, venalty on the bench, tyranny on 
the throne, and with aaplendid courage he 
espoused thu cause of the weak ngainst the 
strong, of the’ enslaved man against the 
titled fow. [ Applause.) 

In Enginnd he was nothing. He belonged 
to the lower classes—that la. the usua peo- 
ple. [Laughter.] England depended for her 
prosperity upou her mechanica und hee 
thinkers, her sailors and her workers, and 
thoy are the only men ju Europe who are 
not ſtenllemen. The only obstacles in the 
way of progreas [n Europe were the nohility 
and the priests, nnd they are the only gen- 
tlamen. II. Augliter.] 

"This, and his native genius, constituted 
bis entire capital, and needed no more. He 
found the culanles clamoring for Justice; 
whining sbong thelr grievancea; upon thelr 
knees at the foot of the throne, imploring 
that mixture of idiocy and insanity, George 
III.—-ILaughter] —by the grace of God, fur 
A Teatoration of their ancient privileges.

It was filed 
with argumenta, reason, persuuston, and 
unanswerable logie. It opened a new world. 
It Iilled the present with hope and the tu- 
ture with bonor. Everywhere the people 
respünded, and ln a few months the contl- 
nental congress declared the colonies fres 
and independent states. Applause.)

The writings ot Paine fairly glitter with 
Hltu ple, compact, logical stafainenta. Lat 
earry conviction to the dullest and ineat 
prejudiced. He had the happi-st posaibia 
way of putting the case, in asking questions 
in such n way that they answer themselves, 
and in stating his premises so clearly that 
the deduction could not Da avolded. 

Day und night he labore fur America, 
Month after month, year after year, he, gave 
himself to the great cause, until there waa 
"A Zaverntnent of tha people and fur the 
people, and unti) the baondr of the alara 
floated over p continent redeemed und con- 
secratedt to the happiness of mankind. 

Atthe eluse of the Havolulloti no one 
stood higher in America thun Thottas 
Paine. The besl, the wisest, Lue most pa 
Lriotic were his friends and admirers; and 
ud he been thinking only of bia awn giv»yl 
he might have reated from bis toils hod 
spent The reniainder of is life an. comfort 
and fo Ense.

down, inve come hither also, And thoy also 
ard constrained to say thit, ‘verily notable 
wonders have been performed; but they 
are quite sure That *Heelzebnh? the prince of 
devils, is at the bottom af the whole busl- 
ness; or at lenat, they du not seem to know 
what elae to ux, 

Tut by far ilie most Interesting pact of 
my-expertence here, hns coma from the u 
qunintance 1 have formed with Austin E. 
Simmons, of Woodstock. He is a young 
farmer of excellent character, with aimply 
the common school education of New En 
gland. Weis naturally diffldent, und with- 
out. promise ns a public speaker. l'reviously 
to his being developed as a medium, he had 
had the smtllest possibile experlencee in this 
resprc(:^ and yet, for somo months paat, 
he has been accustomed to stand before 
large audiences on an average from fonr to 
aix hours dally, as n medium for speaking 
in n trance. The discourses that thas come 
through him, are exceedingly various, both 
in mutter und manner. Often, as Is perfect- 
ly npparent, several spirits üpeak throngt 
him during one trance, hls meetinga boing 
generally from one nnd u hulf to three hours 

n length. The spirit control over him seems 
rfect, and hence the wonder - 
ful yeaults, 1 huave just made an arrange- 
ment to have him go with me to Masstchu- 
' pelis for a few weeks oF spirlt-preaching.”

Accordlag ly uot iong alter wo commenced 
our journey down the valley of the Cam 
uecticut, on our preaching tour, with resulls 
as described In the following extracts from 
letters written soon after the close of our 
intereating trip: - -

quiet. homes in Vermont, on Tuesdny the 
ath inst., 10 Ro forth as co-workera with ine 
visibie friends, for the purpose of prociaim - 
ing the truth: and love of the aces 
Spheres.

Bolf-sacrifice, eapecially an his part, that tho 
step was inken., Our tnvisibje helpers, how- 
ever, were 50 urgent in thelr requeata, and 
so kindiy did they strive to remove our 
doubta, and to encourage us ‘in the some- 
what singular and doubtful experiment, 
that Wa could not long Bold out In our re- 
Ixotanee and indecision; and’ so we went 
boldly forth. to our work." à 

To give the detalla of thia trip.would oo- 
cupy too much space, and at the rlsk of oxer- 
taxing the timo and patintice of the render. 
I shall therefore pasa these by nnd yíve' oni 
some general descriptions of what too 
place wilh Uk. still In extracts from lettera: 

. "The díscourses given in publie were ex- 
clusively of a relzglüus and reformntory 
character. An Intense dissatisfaction with 
the condition of the moral aud theolo y 

World-was the leading chnractistlc of them 
all, It would stem that to the more ad- 
vanced Inhabitanla ofthe Spiclt-world, the 
Chriatian diae appeata to have become 
degenerated In our own day, even 28 was, 
the Jewish rellgion in the time of Christ; 
and as with him, so with these ministering 

„ Spirits—they come “not to destroy, but to 

.fulf)"—or, nt lenat it ig but ro deatroy tho 

8 of men that they come, whilst tho true 
iod md all hIsgennine revelations nre trent- 
ed with respect and reverence.’ 

“A grent alti of style wis prominent: 
iy observable in these discourses; and this, 
although, tho medium himself Ik bnturnliy 
endowed’ with but small powers of imita- 
tion. And this is Indeed one of special won. 
ders of his condition. When he stands up 
fis n medium for spirit-teuaching almost ey- 
ery varlety of style ls represented through 
him, In more than one instance have I rec. 
ognized the genulne Irish accent, uttended 
by some of the most prominent peculiarities 
of Irleh oratory: niso nt times the e tonea 
and touching pathoa of Indian speech have 
been given forth through our medium. In 
one Instance of the Intter kind, the charac- 
teristica were of à0 marked à descriptjan aa 
to Indicate with a certainty almost the pres. 
ence of a representative of the American 
Red Men, And the 'ti#k’ which thus came 
to us wasexceedingly approprinte and beau. 
tiful, although the spirit pervading It, was 
no longer the apirit of violence and blood- 
shed, but of peace and love. 


"Bomelkmes, but not always, the name of. 
the spirit speaker would be given us; and, 
on sereral occantons the individual had 
been previously recognized by persons ac- 
eustomed to hear the same voice whilst ita 
owner wns still ip the bodily form. An old 
Calvinistic minister—the tiret of the place 
where the incident occurred--a venerated 
christian preacher and pastor recently de- 
ceased; and a well known member of con- 
preso who had passed on during the year, 
were all recognized by members of our audl- 
ences. In one of these Inatunces—wlating 
to know how far the same Impression pre- 
valled among the hearers—it was requested 
that al) who had ‘recagnized the presence 
and manner of a particular public speaker, 
now of the Spirit-Home, should manifest it 
by rising, when some twenty-five or thirty 
arose in different parta of the house. 

“Our audiences were generally respectful 
and attentive, though In one or two in. 
. stances slight symptoms of rowd¥lsm were 
manifested, though there was not enough 
of this to seriously interfere with the con- 
dition and success of the speaker." 


OUR PRIVATE SEANCES, 


“Rut that which interested me most was 
what took place in our private rooms with 
no one hut ourselves and invisible friends 
present. Here our intercourse with the 
irit-world was moat delightfully real, 
When thus by ourselves, a kind, loving und 
social disposition was constantly mapi- 
feasted. by our spin friends. ellmea 
our communication would be by writing 
through Mr. &; but oftener he would bo 


Tut hito his usual trance-condition; and In 
fiis wny some perfect gems of aplrit 
thought have come to ius. 1 regret exceed. 
ingly that 1 have not been able to retain 
theag with suilicleht vividness to enable me 
to impart them to orhurs. On ono accasion 
of this kibd, a clyréle of spirit slstera, under 
the guidance of a denr friend of my own, 
came near, and wilh the dellency and love- 
liness of angelic Hfe, spoke to me of tha pe- 
culiar conditio: anil mlaston of thelr sex as 
it fa tn the apheres, and a3 it should be un 
the earth, Qn another, a loving apirlt gumo 
and «discoursed of the imperiect low 
condition of the murriugo rotation, as it pre- 
vias lo the earth-life; whilst the exceeding 
pant and purity of this relation as IL ia 
found tn the splrit ilfo, was unfolded in lis 
wonderful) lovetiness. On these, nn on the 
occasions of public apeaking, it devolved 
upon mo u best I could, to give my friend a 
brlef sketch of what tid been ssid through 
him; for it la his miafortune nut to be able 
to rewember for timsulf, Indeed during 
the speaking, his condition seams to be one 
of absotute unconsatouaness, und hin return 
to {he normal condltian ia like the awaken- 
ing from u dreumless leap.” j 
INCIDENTS, 


At nearly uli of tha places whore our 
meetings were held, 1 myself had been more 
or tesa known as à publio apeskor In the 
»ulplh; and al two of the places 1 hud for a 
limited timo ocenpted the position of n reg. 
war preacher and pastor. Of course the 
people at these pinces were nat a Ilttio as- 
tonfahed when 1 thus miade my nppesranca 
among them with m young farmor from 
Vermont to apeuk fram the spirita insbead- 
of apenking myself. 

IC was my custom, however, to go on to 
the platform with the medium and to in- 
troduce him with a few r re: 
marks. I did this at Greenfield at the frat 
two or three njectings we held there. But 
on one occasioñ as Wa were About leaving 
our private roo for the town Hall where 
we held our meeting. the medium was sud- 
deniy controlled, and some one of hia aplrit 
guides addressed me saying that iL had 
come to knowledge of the controlling band, 
that many of the people wero"tselined to 
the oplnian that much of the mental power 
of our speaking came from mo by virtue of 
some kind of ineameric connection between 
my mind and thst of the medium. Tho re. 
quest was therefore made thot I should not 
10 to the menting of that ovening that a 
damonstration might be given that my pres- 
ence waa nat at ali necessary to the aucecss 
of the epeaking. So I remulned away, the 
result belng that the public effort was fully 
equal to any thnt had previously bean made, 

I will mention one other interesting and 
characteristia incldent which occurret at 
Worceater. Here was the home and min- 
Interlnl fod of Rev. Dr. II., u long entnb- 
lished aod Influential preacher of the Ilberul 
Ohrlatlan faith, IIe was a kind, rersonal 
friend of my own, und had manifested a 
liberal spirit toward me alnca my wander. 
ings jnto,the new heresy of modern Spirit- 
ualiam. I therefore called upon him with 
my young friend, us n matter of friondly 
courtesy, not expecting any especial medl- 
umlstic demonstrations to be given. Rut 
while converaing together In the minister's 
study, our medium wa suddenly entranced, 
and g very able and close fitting addreas— 
apparently from some departed hrother 
minister—was piven, In which Dr. I's own 
recent thoughts: were reproduced and re- 
examined in i manner no clear nnd striking 
that in a subsequent conversation with ma 
he expressed the opinion that the medium 
must in some way-have fallen in witha 
recently published sermon of his, and thus 
become able, consciously or otherwise, auc- 
. to reproduce his thoughts. The 
truth of the case huwever, waa that even 
tho existence of such n mun as Dr. II. was 
unknown to the medium previous to the 
rie Thad proposed that this call ahould be 
made,

From Presbyterianiam to Spiritunlism.

To the Editor of the Raliglo:Phitonophieal Joumal; 
Fdiacover that personal spiritu! experi- 
enced seem to be in order in your paper, 
furnishing good reading matter. Religions 
experlences,as 1 remember them, amoung 
orthodox chriatkans, were nut withoubin- 
terest, To hear n brother rise nnd tell what 
he saw, or MR he sow, us dfe corner of 
heaven wns rolled up, that he might see 
some of the things therelu contained, seem- 
ed allttie fanciful then, but with the light 
which Splritunliam throws upon such af- 
faire, quite understandable now. A 
My experience has not been very remark- 
adle, as I am without splrtual gifts; yet 
thore have beon points of Interest. At about 
twenty-four years of age. I joined the old 
school Presbyterians. To the deacons ns- 
gemuled to examine candidates, I had noth- 
ing strango Lo state hrevay of eviflance I 
desired to lend u religious Ife, und thought 
I could beat do-it in company with thosa 
trylngto do the same thing. There were 
three deacona—twe of small intellects, and 


one of large drain, Tlitsmat>apuled dear 
cons looked gloomy and unc n about m 
experiencer, but the one of lüxger Intollec 


Baid it was good. Bix Gr en perso 
were examined at the same time, Ons Indy 
ava in evidence similar to my own, but 

o others had witnessed some special phe- 
nomena. In lesa than one year, all had 
gous hack to the “ beggarly elements of the 
world," except the tady and myself. 

For nome sixteen years I waa a faithful 
altendant on church ministrations—ralr or 
nhine was there—the beautiful snowünkes 
did not chill my determination'to gu whore 
religious duty called ma. But in che micat 
of all my close atlention to the meina of 
grace; zenloun as 1 waato lead a retigious 
life, in spite of my efforts. to bellove the 
Scriptures megan and the dogmas of che 
church ín altib}; true, little by Httle,dis- 
truót crept like an unwelcome thief, into 
my mind, and eventually I found myself 
vold of bellef. 1 folz like "one who trends 
alone same banquet hail deserted; but tha 
old-soul garinenta were gone, and I could 
not woo them. biick. 

In this condilion. of theological undress, 
in the winter of 1855, 5usiness called meto 
Buffaloto remain about two months, The 
first Sunday raorning, when the church 


-balls commenced ringing,l elt that I would 


lake to go to meeting. The soclety of men 
without religions aspirations bad no cham 
for mo, still I did not desire to liaten further 
to orthodox sermons. | thought Spiritual. 
{ara wis B.delusion, but I proposed do a lad 
tive to go with meto the spiritual ba! 
Sho conseq eds tt was n new thing te both 


To my satopishment, at the ball was be 
ing enacted a kind of pentecostal scene. In- 
aplred persons rose in different parts of it, 
aud gave what seemed to bospirit messages. 
Several spoke in foreign Janguages; theag 1 
did not understand, Sut the lady relative 


with mo, was unexpectedly inspired to un- 
derstand what these mediima sald, and 
could ropart it to me, This begun to look 
like business. My intereat in the matter 
was fully alvo. There were plenty of goo 
wnexllumna in the city, and 1 followed "p tun 
investigation. I wrote te a friend, residing 
about one hundred and prey milos from the 
city, about my new found light. The friend 
repiled that for mhny yeara ha hiyl bonn 
gronplug nround ismong the churches, try- 
ing to find out pomathing atout the immor- 
tality of the human soul, but ho had not 
found out anything, and If he thought he 
could gain ndditlonnl light in Buffalo, ho 
would come at once. I went toa medium 
to hear what his spirit friands would say 
about his coming. They wrote outa cam. 
munication, inviting him to came—to ba 
there by a certala night, and he should be 
abundantly satisfied of the truth of apleit 
Intercoursu. 


Ife wus promptly on hund at the appolnt- 
ed time, Buring the drat evening after his 
reaching tho clty, While we were conver 
Ing abont npiríLual auljects, my friend was 
entranced, and saw his father, mother, 
hrothnr, and olher decensed friends. Tho 
symbolic teaching given him was exceed- 
fngiy fine. After. ho retired for Lhe nigtit, 
he lad several visions given him. In thy 
morning, he could not eat any pork, or use 
tobacco, both of whieh he bud been nreus- 
tomed to uae, nor am J awnre bhat he hus 
Deon able tu use thom since, Ne remained 
with mo three daya—miuch of the time en- 
trauced, recelving and explaining his vit- 
lons. Receiving proof through himself was 
a great nurprlso. He loft for home, fully 

atished—a wiser and happier man. 
| 1 immediately purebasad tho works of 
„Sonntor Talmadge and Judge Edmonds. 
aud no hungry wolf ever devoured à latib 
with more voracious appetite, than m 
mind drank the contents of those vol. 
umes. Mentally, orthodoxy had been starv- 
ing me, and for this spiritual food my soul 
was quite ripe. Fora number of years fol- 
fowing, my business called ma to reside 
from four to eight weeks in the larger 
towns of Ohlo, New Yurk, New Jersey, 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, and Massacliu- 
setts. My business gave mo access to good 
soolety, nnd I had amptoopportunity to con. 
thiue my investigations in privale families, 
with mediums that were nbovesuspiclon. 
My soul was full of questions. 1 criticise, 
analyzed nnd compured testimony, and 1 
found that mediums It private families, 
whether reniding ous or five hundred miles 
apart, ln thelr answers to queallong, were 
in unity on all the important theological 
queations upon which I desired to be fully 
informed. | 

in one otcasion I went to Oswugo, N. T., 
knowing no parson in the city. My wife 
went with me, Wo took rooms at one of 
tha best public houses, ‘Bie second evening 
after we renched there, just after sundown, 
ten strangers called at our rooms, coming 
one by onc. Within forty minutes all had 
come In, and It soon transpired that they 
had come from different parts of the city, 
without concert of nctíon—were all medi- 
"ums, and had been impressed to come and 
welcome us na atrangerato thecity. Spr- 
tual manifestations soon commenced, and 
continued until near twelve o'clock. If I 
had never seen anything of the kind before 
Isnw enough that night to satisfy any reag- 
onnble peraun of the absolute truth of spirit 
communion. Huxley or any agclentiat 
witnessing the same, would never conscl. 
eatioualy be able to Bay, that the human 
organism ls nothing morë than a muslen! 
instrument, played upon by materíal forces, 
and that the mnsic ceases forever when the 
organic structure falls asunder. 

For the lust twenLy-one years, L have 
taken and perused weekly fruin two to three 
spifituat journals, and 1 have read most of 
thé books published on the subject. My 
course has been to purchase splrittal books 
and lend them untl) they would bear nó 
more itinerating service, and then lay them 
hy, that 1 might read them over again In 
the sunset days of ilfe. Recently I was 
againu reading the works of Judge Ed monds. 
I was deeply interested in the second. vol- 
ume, especially In ita teachings, touchin 
the condition of. dark and unprogresse: 
spirits tn the future life. Wille | was 
reading this volume, F. O. Matthews, the 
popular English medium, from London, 
wrote ine a letter of sixteen pages, diving 
me an account of that class of spirits, as he 
Aaw them clairvoyantly in the spirit life. 
Mr. Matthews seemed somewhat ata loss to 
know why dio ahou!g have been controlled 
toe write me auch a letter but E readliy un- 
derstood tlint n apirit frienda [ntended It 
to supplemetit the teachings af Bacon and 
Swedenborg, ns given through Judge Ed- 
monds and Dr. Dexter. 1 highly valued 
the letter coming through Mr. Matthews, 
knowing him to be a young man tha? rej» 
resenta the very sou! of English honotand 
integrity. During tlie contennial year, Xr 
Matthews was frequently at my house, and 
1 found him ono of the best test mediums T 
have ever had the pleasure of meeting. At 
one fitting, In an hour and thirty minutes, 
be -gav myself and wife thirty-five testa, 
cleurly indicating the presence of that num- 
ber of different spirit friends. A lady ac- 

uaintance of ours desired to meét Mr. 

Btthews, incognito. She came thickly 
vailed to my house and no introduction was 
given. Mr. Matthews knew not who she 
was or whera she came from; but Jn one 
hour and fifteen minutes he gave her thirty 
teats, which she sald were correct. A very 
worthy frien] of mine, with whom Mr, 
Mattbews made his home for severa 
month during the-centannin) year, told me 
in great earnestness, that he thought Mr. 
Matthews to ba tha purest minded youn 
man lio bad ever been acquainted with, an 
that he believed that the angels of God had 
kept Elm pure and good for some very im- 


| portant purpose. 


With all’ my varied opportunities of in- 
tercourse with tie Spirit- world, and having 
bean an industrious student of spiritual 
‘philosophy for over a score of yeare, to my 
mind It certainly constitutes a very natural 
religion, elevating, noble, grand, far-reach. 
ing, and.the móst rational of all religions! 
it matters not, though some say it ls sim. 
ply a science, 60 long as I understand all 

at constitutes real religion, must have its 
origin iu cause and effect, and therefore 
séientific. Specul»stions that are fabulous 
and theological myths not reating on prin- 
ciples, of course would not come within tho 
pale of scientiho statement, as there can be 
no law to regulate nonentitles, But scienco 
should mean certitude of knowledge, and 
exacütude of statement, and apply as much 
[n the domain of intellect and morals as in 
physical matters. It wouid be absurd to 
bay that God hal made law to govern mä- 
terlality, but left miad and morals, amena- 
ble to no rules of action.

A few years since, nomo persons misdie 
rected aud Infutunted, proudly ln conven- 
tlon at Chicago, Naunted thelr black ſing of 
socini freedom, and would have tralled the 
white banner of Spirltuallam in the dust— 
but where aro they now? Tho most noarlot 
lady leaders are hid away In the Roman 
Catholic church, purchasing Indulgencaa 
and absolutions—commadities which-they 
perhapa need—while tha lessar lights hava 
‘stopped down’ and ant,” with no prohntll- 
ity of ünding thelr way back into public 
confidence during thelr enrthly pilgrimage. 
Douht!ess, at the present time there nro 
nome honest, woll mxaning persons, who 
really think that we should pursue nur in- 
vesiigntiona In kindly regard for tho ten- 
der seasihilltiesof mediums, and In a way 
which would leave the genre open for arep: 
tlon and fraud: but these persons are surely 
inlstaktul Apirituallam has no naed of any 
Buch doubtful assistance. It will avail i4 
vendor of counterfeit money nothing to 
show that threo fourth of the Lime he 
passes good money, Ho will go to prison 
all the same. And where docs tho differ- 
ence In moral turpitude rome In. If a medi- 
um, one-fourth of the time gives frandu- 
lent manifestations for moaay, and the bal- 
ance of the tine genulne? What difference 
there is, would be agatosl the impostor nut- 
tng the role of medium, He not omy dla- 
honestly Hichea from money Interests, but 
he Lrifles with the most sacred feelings, 
hopes and .deslres thut reach out beyond 
the grave. He should no more be counte- 
nanced than the burglar or the highway 
robber—the damage which he does mAy ex- 
lend much furlhor than that of either of 
the others, 

It has bean written in the record; “It 
muat needs be that offenses come; but wo 
to the mna by whom the offense cometh," 
It matters uot how ferions the assault of 
thase in error, thelr cause must fall. In the 
Weal, an enraged wild buffalo attacked an 
onward-bouns express traln, The cow- 
catcher lifted him from the track—tho 
train went forward; but the buffalo soon 
Jay stiff nnd cold. Error, attacking thn 
truth, it Is 3 mere question of time when 
error shall die, white truth, Justica and 
righteousness go on rejolelng in thelr trl- 
umptis, lifting up and eiaynting humanity 
forevermore.

These wordgare from the pen of a medi- 
um of great experience, whe (although whol- 
iy unknown to me) gives evidence through- 
out her latter, of a vigorous and well-balane. 
ed inlellect. Her experience, as disclosed 
in her letter, uccords perfectly with much 
that hus comp under my personal observa- 
tion, and still more that has come to my 
knowledge through reading. 4 

I have observed that a newly developed 
medium, i5 almost sure to come under the 
influence of. à most sanguine control, who 
thinks bls medlum an unparulleled prodigy, 
and oae 8 F. f and promises the 
most wonderful manifestutlous through 
his cr her mediumship. Thess predictions 
nnd promises do not appear to me, us n 

erat rule, to be made in bad falth or 
with any ovl} intent. They rattier appear to 
me to spring from an enthuslastic and over- 
panguine control, as deatltute of reasan- 
ing powers as tha mortal who would be de- 


Juded by his wild, and often very absurd 


predictions. : 

Sometimes the medium, possessing no 
natura! talent formusic, Is led to beileve 
that he or she will he devaloped into a musi- 
cal prodigy to whum Mozart would be 
proud to PAY homage. Under these delusive 
promises, I have known an eatimuble Indy, 
of very silght musical powers, elther natur- 


a) or acquired, to live for years In the hope. 


of astonishing the bighest musical circles 
in the world with her performance, without 
having made any perceptible progress in 
that direction. 

Often the medlum, by almilar delusive 
promises, Is led to entertaln tlie most san. 
£uine hopes of becoming n distinguished 
writer, orator, bealer, or inventor, to be in 
Hike manner Seta p rid after wasting 
Presi gears in v pursuit of the prom- 


n. 

Not only are mediums thus able to be de. 
celved by predictions and promises nover to 
be fulülled, but those who are in the habit 
of ues ped the spirits, through mediuma, 
are equally liable to be led astray, if they 
“hand the reins of reason over to the invisi- 
ble denizens beyond tha threstiold.” 

One of the most common delusions to 
which mediuma aud thiose Who consult them 
are subject, relates to buri&i-treasures, 
which may be found by digging In the earth, 


nnd immenst estates w. may be recover- 
ed by legal process. ' : 

A year and a half ago, a considerable par- 
ty of cultivated ladles and tlemen, of at 
least nye latellect endowments, 
stimulated by & most absurd account, 


through a medium, of buried treasures on 
an island in the Chesapeak bay, at connider- 
ablo expense (which some of them were Illy 
able to beat) made a voyage from this city 
to that island, camped out upon it for n con · 
slderable time, digging st night to avoid ob- 
servation. Although ey. had the medium 
with therm, to polnt out the very spot where 
the treasure lay, all thelr excavations prov- 
od fruitless, and they returned, it is to bo 
hoped, wiser, If not better, men and wo- 
men. 

A learned and able lawyer of my acquaint- 
ance hasbeen for a year or more in Eog- 
land, in search of a great estate, with

lf communications upon these sulJecta 
can be relied upon, About avery other farm 
hus u "crock of goll” burial upon. it. and 
about ever y fifth person has an intereat. in 
some unknown estate, uwititinyg a eluimant, 

Bome of these communications ara, of 

cuurae, mery inventions of the madiun or 
pretended medium; but much careful obser- 
vatlon ban nalisied mo that a Ia rau prapor- 
ion of them are genitine, In. the sense of 
balng cunselons fabrications of tho mediu m: 
and Often they are. nccampanied by testa 
atrongly indlonting that they actually coma 
from disemibod:ed spirite, f tn wall aware 
“that communications uu. through the 
organla of un entranced medium ure very 
liable to be deeply colored by the “ancon- 
scious cerehrntion" of the medium. "Thu 
opinion, prejuüdices and preferences uf tho 
thedinm ave very Habla to erop out, nltlinugh 
there may be the strongest eyIdencn that 
the inedium Is wholly tinconsoteus of what 
he or ahoja vin. Sometimes atout tliree- 
forths of all that is said evidently comes 
from the uneonselom bratn of the medium, 
und yet the realdue evidently comes fram 
i anurce outside of Ue inedium'a. knowl- 
alge, 

Other condeyusices, still mora doporable 
than nny above alluded to, often flow from 
3 blind folowing of the advicn af Tul ar 
supposed “spirit pulies" How many faw- 
flies havo been riltied by the separation of 
husband and wifo under the Influence of 
Bpirit advice? How many men have been 
reduced from com pelunce to penury, by un- 
de tt to manage their business accord: 
ing to spirit direction “ 

tia quite natural ta suppose that com- 
mupicatians coming through Independent 
writing or speaking, come wholly from u 
source outside of the medium's brains bat 
whether thia be so gr not, we sometimes 
find, delusive predictions and promises, and 
untruthful atutemonts na to the mattor of 
fact, coming throngh these channels, aa 
Well us through whe organism of a medium. 

As I have sald before, these untruthful 
and selusive communications, often ia- 
mentubly mischievous in thelr tendency, 
do not appear to mo lobe given in bad falth, 
or with any evil Intent. How, then, are we 
io &ccaunt for them? I hava n somewhat 
nebulous theory on Lhe subject, basted upon 
much permonal observation, whieh I will 
here briefly auggest, nid. whieh 1 bope to 
more fully elaborate In a future communi: 
cation. 

My theory is, Lhat many spirite, when 
they come into our atmosphere, came in un 
abnormal condition; somelbing Uke that of 
i menmerized subject In the lization) form. 
Thelr inemoriss, on many anbjecta, are evl» 
dently very defective, their perceptionn ob: 
scuro and unreliable, nnd their imagina. 
tions wonderfully ferlile. I tiret got this 
Idea from James Nolan, apeaking in tlie In. 
pendent voice, nt a&ancea with Mra, Hollis, 
geveral years ngo, I bava recelved nlztlar 
Ideaa since, in communications purparting 
to come from other spirita, through diffet- 
ent medinma; and I believe something of 
the kind Into be found In Dr. Crowell's new 
book, although J cannot now eite the ehap- 
ter or page. [ do not recollect ever to have 
heard, through a.aupposed spiritual com- 
inunication, that spirits sometimes come to 
us 580 far paychologized na to lose s con- 
sciousnesa of thelr own identity, yet E think 
the Inference that theysmuy do gy is fairly 
deducible from what [ have received. 

It is no uncommon thing for nn insano 
person to converse fluently and rationally 
upon alt other aubjecta except that of hia 
own identity, while on that subject he Is aa 
"erazy as m loon,” belluving himsel? to ba 
Jesus Christ. the apostie Paul, or some other 
noted historical ur mythical persornnge. 
Years ago, when mesmerism was mure 
practiced than it fs nt the present day, I 
have often seen a meamerizer hove & dozen 
or more subjects ao completely under bis 
control, us, by the mere exurctaa of hia own 
will, to cause them to see in an ordinary 
watking stick n frightful serpont, or in the 
bare flour m pool of water, elc,, ete., aud to 
Bo fur Jose a consciousurss of thelr own 
identity us to imagine themselves to be 
Washingtons, Napoteana, or any other per- 
sons whom the operator wight will ther 
to betono, and each. for the time being, to 
net for the character he was willed to ns- 
mune May it not be posslbie that disem- 
bod led apirita, coming into our atmosphere 
often come |n a psychologized condition 
somewhat similar? 


I do not put forth this theory as one es- 
tablished by evidence, but merely as one in 
which L have some reason to think there 
may bea shade of truth. If so, It may nc- 
counb for many of the delusive, and often 
mischievous communications purporting to 
come from spirits, without Imputing coun- 
sctous fraud to the medium, or any evil or 
deceptive intent to the communica s 
apirit. It may account for the many drivel- 
Ing plotitudes, purporting to come through 
honest trance mediums, from such spirita 
aa Goorge Washiogten, John Quincy Adame, 
Theodore Parker, and a host of other de- 
parted great men, who if their real authors. 
must have progressed backward at rall- 
road spebd since entering the splrit-land. 
Jt may even account for many of the phe- 
nomens witnessed at materlalizing two 
shilling showa, where Ugures believed to be 
genuine materiailzations, appear, claiming 
to be Jesus Chrlat, the Virgin Mary, St. Pe. 
tar and Puaraoh's daughter, or where Sarah, 
the wile of the patriarch Abrabam, pute in 
an appearance under the familjar cogno- 
men of “Aunt Sally.” 

Whether there is any shadow of truth in 
the theory above suggested or not, the fact 
of the great danger of "bandlug the reins 
of reason over to the invisible aenizens be- 
yond the threshold,” remains the mame:

Italy haa been slsgolarly freo from tho 
phenomena oi delusions of spiritual medi- 
umship, us known in America, England, 
and France, especially their writing or lit- 
erurg phase. The few inateria! manifestia» 
tions that Lave occurred from timo to time 
have either attracted no dpeclal notice, or 
been received with utter Incradullty. In- 
deed, there hus really been nothing in this 
line auMclentiy eurlous and ovidant ng to 
cause the fainteat rna to olthar of. the two 
currenta that now reflect the drift of the 
Italian mind, viz, nbaninte skapticiam or 
blind fasth, and which furm the coultictlng 
ps of social thought and political action 
tere, Quite recently, liywrver, In Florence, 
there has occurred a payehiolojticat phenom- 
enon which ja certafiy new and atrange in 
this countrys, and, from ita character ane] 
pretanalona, rannot- fall to interest alae. 
where, whatever muy be Che optnlotis as to 
its real cause und nim, 

A year ngo n young man of Lwetly-Hve 
years of age, named Gine Fanciulacci, in 
ihe service of M. Kibtet, the well knawn 
French antiquary, of Florence, to his sur- 
prime, began to be aflleted ab times with 
tapid und apparently objectless agitations 
of his limbs, un If an axtrineons force to 
which, for a time, he paid no attention be- 
yond that caused hy the momentary annoy 
ance. Finally, these frmoyumeuta conten. 
trated theimselyes Into his right band, with 
is disposition to draw or write. [t was 
driven with such ranidity und force that it 
frequently fractured Che pencils used and 
tore Lhe paper, throwing the materials 
nhgul with much violence, while producing 
words elther meaningless or undecipher- 
able, and quaint, grotesque designs, with 
indeseribable quickness of stroke. These 
hienomerna at Inst subsided into something 
{ke urder, nud ended in legible writings In 
various tongues, nnd drawiuga of some 
merit, und originality, all uite beyond the 
capadily of Fanelulneci In a normal state, 
These ila of nervous excitemont came on 
at stated hours, generally At. hon, uud laat- 
ed ns long us hls strength held out, or until 
interrupted by other ealls on hia time, The 
chief phyaical marvél ig the jerking rapid: 
ity with which the drawing or writing is 
produced, and the variety of stylea of both 
followlng in quick sueceaaton, crowding, 
and, a it were, disputing far precedence 
and complete utterance. The designs are 
chledy portrait hands, interspersed with 


.curicalures aud comical compositions, be- 


ginning with likenesses or limitations of 
fto oM Florentine masters, and ending with 
the atylea of the French nud other modera 
achools, each very Individumllsticand game 
atraugely characteristic, allhough done in 
whiely differing methads of execution. 
have lbefors me on a large folio sheat an out- 
lined head af the fourteenth century, In a 
few sharp, Inciaive, heavy alrokes, with the 
appropriate costume, signed “Andrea Or 
cuna? another, still better [n exacution, 
and very like old Florenting work, on which 
in printed, Indorresponding alrokes, “Paolo 
Ucello;" iz-fhe back there ls a female hond 
nnd buat, without name, In profife, which 
might pasa fora rule sketch or drat thought 
by Pollajuolo himself, Drawings of the la- 
tar masters in their general styles are equal. 
ly chnracteriniic, nnd frequently sccom- 
panied by written Jesta, moral or other any- 
ngs, forming sometimes & sort of confes. 
sinn or discourae. fntellizbin aud unexcep- 
tinnable, If not very remarkable otherwise. 
If their author had ever practiced drawing 
or puetlzioy, these effusiona might he note- 
worthy merely for thin spontanelty, rapti- 
ER And variety nf their production, und the 
divers languages used, evan German and 
Chinese, of which he is entirely Ignorant, 
But coming so, wilhonl any previous prep. 
urntion on his part, they are singular pay: 
chological mauifestations, and s» fur as I 
cun Judge, quite (ree from nuy Intentional 
deception or bad faith. When the upell is 
on him, he asserta that he sees the ghostly 
forma of the old master, ponts, and eminent 
dowd, and othera not eminent, crowding 
araund, all wanting to"put in a word or line 
euch on hia own account, to make himseif 
wu for better ar worse; for it must he 
confessed these manifestations would indi- 
cate à very "mixed lot" of spirits, if they be 
spirits at all. 

For a considerable time, However, there 
has been une influences more potent than 
the others which has got the upper hand 
and entirely manoplized the writing capaci; 
ty of Signor Funciullacci. The resutt

In tine, be believes that 
heis the amanuensis of the spirit of Dante, 
who is dictating a new poem. uct wention- 
ing the Iuferuo.“ but dedcribing his ex- 
perleuces in the celestial regions, scenery, 
conditions of being, his Intercourse with the 
eminent dead, his subsequent visiting the 
earth, particularly Florence c vany with 
Michas] Angelo, Giotta, and others of thair 
stamp, explorations of the planeta with 
Galileo, the organic nature of the sun, etc., 
sclentliicuilly viewed, bis views uf the ču- 
ture destiny of mankind, and the relations 
of his search after God in the company of 
Socrates, who ieads him to Christ, in whose 
great spiritual presence he fear to speak, 
anti! Jesus, reading his thoyguta, blds him 
utter them, and udds, 

"Dio cll Immensita unico esiste." 

This programme fairly takes uway one's 
breath. Hut there ia something fascinating 
t» the lmagioatiun In the very (dea; and In 
listening to the reading of parts In the masi- 
cal Itallan tongue, with. frequent beautiful 
similes, suggestions, and Wescriptions cap- 
tivating the mind and ear, at drat blush we 
are disposed to be more pleased than critical, 
In whatever light lt may be viewed, the 
pom fa antrange production, for Ita pu- 

tive author, unlike Chatterton, the suc- 
ceanful forger, for a time, of Old Engtish, is 
an Illiterate youth, who belleves in nathir 
except his own material life and gratifica: 
tions. How it will fgre with the critics as» 
poetry will soon be seen, as it [a to be print- 
ed at the expense of a Florentine, who is“ 
thoroughly persuaded of its spirtt-origin. 
J submitted a few lines of the great poem 
and ‘acme verses piri! Bonar to come from 
Ugo Foscolo, copied. literally, ta two excel- 
lent italian scholars, one a t himself, 
without giving them any: ciue to their 
source, The Bret sald they were “coud 
pem but not Yen intelligibleas ta mran- 

g by themselves, ulthougb one quotation 


recalled igo Foscold. The other was re- 
minded by them of a thled-rate poet of the 
Inst century, and the wholr anvored ef an 
imitation of the old school of poetry. There 
ware mistakes un to tss or s welling of 
words, sa that it waa very difficult to vet the 
true friport, Nelther spoko of Danta In re 
lation to them. It wie a somewhat crucial 
teal, to be sure, to Lake a few jaglated lines, 
bul aa to the quality of the poetry, irrespec- 
tive of idean, probably they will be found 
correct, and these poema In literary excel. 
lence stand no higher than the nverage of 
such productions of theapirituallstle schag! 
in England and America. Thatsthis phe- 
nomenonin aun a scale and wWitfr auch pre- 
tensions, should bresk out thus suddenly in 
Florence, the: must uncongunlal of places 
fur anything af this ehuracter, ja not its 
least yarmatkabie feature.— Y, F. Times.

RY MRS. AMANDA M. ST'ENCE, 
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In my association, ns a med um, with the 
people of the other world, Lhave been mada 
awnre that they not ouly operata, nt times, 
on n large scale, moving great numbers of 
persons almultaneousty for the accomplish- 
ment of large and Important results, na T 
have illustrated in my laat three articies, 
but that, they often interfero in the small- 
est minuti of cur livas, sia wil be seen 
by tha examples which will ba given In 
some of my succeeding articles, the apirita 
with whom 1 have for so many yeara been 
assoclated, do at times cancern themselves 
with and interfere with the amalleat and 
most unimportant affairs of my daily life 
and those of my family. Nevertheless, 
whatover they havo done through me for 
myself, has been done in such a way that, 
even were I ao disposed, I could not aur- 
render my own self-reliance and Individ- 
uality and depend upon them In anything 
except such matters as partain to them- 
selves nnd thelr own work. E 

Bpirita have never maile any attempt ‘to 
influence or overawo me or those to whom 
I have been related as a medium, by calm- 
ing Lo be George Wrahington, Jesus Christ, 
Benjamin Franklin, Socrates, Demosltenea, 
or any one of earth's departed worthies. In 
all my labors an a medium, I have alwaya 
been moved ta say and do what I have said 
and done without knowIng who it was, by 
name, that moved me, or-was na:spciated 
with me. Thus both myself and cthera 

ave bean loft free to judge of the value of 
what I have been müde to say and do, sala- 
ly from an Investigation of thelr intrinsic 
marits. And I would here any, us the ro- 
sult of extensive observation and Investigu- 
tion of the experiencp of mediums, that, 
where n spirit announces himself as Daniel 
Webster, Lord Macon, Plato, Paul, Sweden- 
borg, or same other person of authority and 
distinction, further acquaintance with hirs 
generally reveals nothing but a great name, 
tha reputation of which ls seldom If ever 
sustained by either the sayings or doings of 
the medium, aa a medium, And I would 
alao remark, in thia connection, as the re- 
sult of my observation and investigation, 
that, where spiritual influences, by any 
mans whatever, induce medlums to he- 
lleve that they have aome great and extra- 
ordinary work to do, or some work that far 
surpasses In importance that of other me- 
ums; or that, for some particular reason, 
thay, as mediums, nre so incomparable, ex- 
alted and especially consecrated that they 
can learn nothing fram other mediums, and 
scoff the Idea of comparing experlences 
with other mediums with a view tothe bet.

scholars. , . . The doctrine of tha Atono 
ment will nevor again appear in tho crido 
form common bath £o Protestant and Cath. 
olle ehurchea in former times. The doctrine 
of the moro merciful view of the future 
punishment, anciof the hope of a unlveraal 
restitution, has been gradually advancing, 
and the durker view receding. .. The gues- 
tion of miracles has nt Inst reached thls 
polut—that noone would now make them 
the chlef or sole basis of the wxidenco of 
religious truth.” ‘To the students lon 
Theological Seminary , New York, (Preiby. 
terian) he said: “Let me entreat you to look 
facts In the face, wu facta ot the Bible, 
of scienca or of &cholnrship.

IIe quoted 
from Jonathan zd wurd and aimllarchurch- 
mon of an earlier day, showlay how terrl- 
bie were thelr Idens of the tortures that 
awikilad all unbel[avera in the futuro Ife. 
The torment, and agony, and endless pun» 
ishiment to be Inileted un Innocent but un- 
believing souls would take place ln tha 
presence of Hod, the laud und the angels of 
henven, This spirit of revengo and un- 
"mercifulness the speaker regarded us the 
product of human Invention, whieh Hud 
given the world a devilish theology.

lem arilücially Induced, of which, indeed. 

„it 18 a familiar exampte. The alleged gpir- 
itua mediums who, tn aetate of more or 
teas unconsclouyness, talk with so much in. 
ency upon matters of which they can only 
apenk with halting accents wheo in thelr 
normal condition, are really indebted for 
their factlity to an artificial somnambulism, 
Do Dolsmont, the French psychologist, pre- 
viously referred to, recognizes this cuil. 
tion of things, and the distinction between 
it and what may be called natural somnar 
bullam, In referring ta the elements whieh 
differentlate the case of the person In whom 
the samnambulic tendency has been Induc- 
ed by tie power of humnn agent from that 

‘of the fndfvidual who is affected by causes 
which are the result of the condillone of his 
own organfzut an, he makes these remarks: 

„The natural somoambulist seems only to 
avail himself of h single sense: be only dl- 
recta hia attention to one order of eventa, 
viz, that with which his mind Js occupied: 
hia thoughta ara da only one object, and it 
is with that only ha concerns himself.“ 

A curgory examination of the phenomena 
of Hpfrituallsm, will show how erroneous 
this explanation is, it is true that somnam- 
bullsm may shade into and become true 

\ trance and clairvoyance. What this writer 
regards an a alngle, well defined state, realiy 
Is most: complex, and presenta Incaierlable 
phases, A person may, during stoop, become 
mediumistio, while far removed from that 
state during waking hours; or clairvoyant 
sensitivengss may become quickened by the 
depression of the bodily functions.

Weber was barn ut Wittenburg, In 1804, 
and is Professor of Electricity, and author 
of celebrated works on that topic. 


He was the son of the 
famous John Gottlieb Fichte, and waa 
Professor of Philosophy at the University 
; of Tubingen, He isthe author of import- 
ant philosophical works carrying out the 
thouglta of his father and establishing 
what is known as the system of concrete 
theism, He was founder and one of the 
editura of the Zeitschrift fur Philosophie. 

Ulrici was born in Lusatia In 180, und is 
Professor of Philosophy and editor of the 
Zeitschrift far Phi hie, published at 
Halie.

Prof. Wundt hus published 
an article, which has been translated into 
English, in ruply to Uirici, and insista much 
upon the tricks of legerdemain.

nalural eye, ure plain tò the spirit eye, Second, 
thot there $a h powerful talluence produced by 
prayer. ‘Phere is another instance of Élishu's 
clairvoyant powers In tho Intter part of the 
same chapter. The kink of Iprae! became en- 
meee agninal Elislin because hie tind buon di- 
rected by bim, and sent un officer tecurrreat 
him, “But Bllsha sat In hia house, tho 
elders sat with him, aud the fing sent à man 
frein before hha, hut ere the messenger t 
to him, he xu to the elders, aeo how tla son 
of n mnunlerer bath sent. te dake nwuy mre 
heul.“ 

Samuel prosenla another case of clairvoy- 
nuce, “The nssosof Kiaj, Snul'a fuller, were 
lost. And Kishi sald to Saul, Take now one pf 
the pervennta with thee and arao gu seek the 
aussen... Bu they went to the chy where the 
man of Gal Was. . And Samvel answerol 
Sout nnd sald, E am the seer... And for thine. 
sata that ware Inst threo days ngo, set not thy 
Talad upon them, for they ure found.“ This 
may seem like a amall business for n praphel, 
In Uheag days it would be called. fortuna tell» 
tag. Samuel told Saul also tunt he would be 
king of Larnel, mung they had nover had n 
king to reign over thom, He was n prophet,

In the history of Samuel, ho ls among the 
very few mon ngains whom no charge has 
ever heen brought in the Old Testament. We 
find Th ifm a medium of remarkable power, 
He whe clalraudlent when a child, nnd after 
he hau been on the other side sevors]. yenra, 
he camo tu tell tlla same Saul whom he bad 
nonolated king of Îsrnel, Hint on the sucecel, 
Ing day be nid tis dons would be En tho Spirit- 
und, 

Taseph is another ef the pure mor of tho 
OM Testament, yet if he had tived In our day 
he weald te condemned us hie was u diviner, 
for we fnil in Gep, xliv, that le gave direc. 
tlons to the sipewnrd tu ut my cup, Ilie silver 
cup [n the duck’a monl” This was Benin 
minasaok. After life brother had departed 
he dizeeted hla stowazd 30. follew then, ont 
upon Ondiag tie cnp lo eay to hem, “Is not 
thes It En whieh my tord drinketh and where 
by Indeed he divinetl (ver. 5), nnd the 15th 
verae of the snme chaples eoufizms this view 
where Joseph said unto. them (ble brethren), 
“What deed is this that ya have dune. Wat 
ye nat Hint each a man as I can-certalnly dl. 
vins" Joseph therefore must have boen n 
inedium ; and if hls history could have been 
writteh, it wauhl be clearly demonstrated 
theaugh his whole Hfe-that he lind beet. con- 
trolled by augello ininlstera.

Paul was both clairvoyant 
and etairoudiunt So wea John whon hu wag 
"In the spirit“ on the Iale of Palmos, L 
nol apace to copy more of these, having given 
sufictent to prove that the cluirvoyants af this 
Age, have powers similar to tbose glven us in 
the Old and New Testaments. 

It may be that our friend may have been en. 
iranced, Lwill therefore glyo hlin gome Scrip. 
jure proof of ‘this state, which may aid jim 
in his seach for wore light. The trancu stalo 
la recognized both [n the Old and New Testa 
menis. It is an abnarmul state, both of thè 
mind and the body.

faculties of the mind nra ln a more profuuni 
slale of subjection tospiritun] influences The 
spiritual facultics aro ezerclacd, while te 
mniural focoltles seem lo be dormant: or st 
Joast they are fa subjection ta the aplirituat 
facuttles, 

IL have scen à number of peraona calzanced 
durar the excitement of religious revivale, 
By reference to the casca mentioned [n the 
New Testament, It would scem thot they have 
been zomewhal under u or prayerful 
jnilucnce, Thus when Paul wea making his 
"ilefonce'"before the "chief captain?’ rehears- 
ing his hlatory, ho says (Acta xxii, 17), “And 
it cameo pass that when I was come again 
to Jyrusn lo. cen while I prayed in tho tom- 
ple £ was in à trance. And I saw bim (Jesus) 
saying unin me, Mako haste, and get out of 
Jerusnlem for they wli] not recelve thy testi- 
mong concerning me, and I salt Lord they 
knew that f Imprisoned ond beat in every 
aynagogue them that bellzzed on thee.” Again 
(Acts x, 9): “Poter went up on lhe house to 
prey about the sixth hour. And became very 
wngry and would have enten, but while they 
made ready, he fell into a trance and can 
heaven opened. The two Individuals chosen 
as subjects of this Important onze, represent 
the extremes of soclety religiously considered 
at tha time.“ Peter-waa an Israelite of tbe 
must bigoted class, Cornelius wus a eenturi.

to Peter and the Jewish natlop, that God was 
no Feapeclor of persons. I am of the opinion 
at thia same “man who appeared to Cor. 
nollus was the samo ano that entranced Puter, 
aud thus broke down the partition wall be- 
tween Jews and Gentiles, try showlog that the 
moat important - event tat ever transpired far 
the promulgation of tho gospel, was accom- 
plished throggh angel ministrations. I: re- 
auited in the revelation of tho new and sublime 
truth, that the gospel provision was fur the 
Gentile world, for every* nation under the 
heavens.

The Better Way. 


My Urak essay upon this subject bos re- 
evived rather more cammendntion than 1 
untleipated, being favotubly. received, not 
only by those who are really In füll sympa- 
thy with ite principles, but by others who 
tinbltually act upon a different priucinla, 

That essay waa written (rom a profound 
conviction of the Importance ant the ne- 
cessity uf proclalming fundamental princi- 
ples derived from the ghost truths of an- 
thropology, which Jike al] truths of the 
highest character. aru far above the ordi- 
nary plane of human tfe, and apt to be ig- 
rored hereafter by tho countless milliona 
as they have been tn all part «ges. 

These higher truths aro nonew revelations 
or digenverieas—they are the most ancient 
of atl truths, for they were inculcated by 
Jesus, and beyond his nge they were as they 
nre now, the inculcation of the loftiest apir- 
ity, atid they have a stil higher claim to un- 
Hiyutly in being u part of the divine truth 
that has aver beet ome by luflux to mor- 
tal, and from the Holy nnd Inilulte Spirit. 

But a4 munkind are nob generated, edu. 
cated or developed by cireumatancea into 
the sphere of Divine Love, which belongs 
to thu heavenly realma—the higher laws of 
heavon appear to most men an ideal entire: 

unattalnable, while the coarser and more 
cugmatie class reject them as folly, and re:

gully disregarded In fact by the tennnta of 
Christian pulplts and their congregatlons. 

In attempting to apply this Ins aaa rul 
ing principle, I havo alirmed that It does 
nut favor those methoda of reform which 
omhbrace personal denuuctation, and at. 
tempts to excite unger, gcorn-gr diaguat 
ngalnat any individual, and that such moth- 
ala are not employed by spirits of a high 
character, Heice with gueh un example 
from the Spirit-world, I am enrouraged to 
appeal especiatly to Spiritnalista, who have 
these pure examples continually before 
them. In my experieuca of the Spirit-world, 
I tind it so much better than life un the 
earth-plane, that I regard it as the great

Ta the Karor o£ the Hallgico-Fhilosophical Journals 
1 wish to bring to the notice of American 
Splrituallate, through your valuable and 
widely read journal, the diatreasing case of 
the celebrated English medium, Dr. Monck. 
I believe the nature af lis, wonderful me- 
diumahip is already known to many in 
America, but probably his unmerited suf- 
ferings in the cavae of Spiritualism aro not 
Bo wall known. When ha became convlnc - 
ed of the truths of Spiritualiam, and being 
tully persuaded of his own powers, and of 
the good he might effect by their means in 
bpreadiog abroad the new truths, he volun. 
y and conscientiously abandoned an 
honorable and lucrative position in the Bap. 
tlet church in Bristol, where he was most 
highly eateamed, both as a mnn aud a very 
eloquent popular preacher. Hae then davot- 
ed himself us a ploneor, traveling through 
England, spreading abroad the naw doc- 
trinea by moans of aGances, lectures and 
heailng, In which beneficent labora he spent 
all his own conalderable private means; for, 
go long as they lasted, he rarely took au 
payment whatever. 

n the course of this work ho becamo tha 
victim of a vile consplracy, directed really 
against Spiritualism, but through bim as 
ons of its most prominent apostles: he (like 
moat true mediums) being peculiarly Hab 
from his abnormal nature, tò be entrap 
by low and designing opponents.
